For many Vietnam - era veterans the phrase “br- 
inging the war home” has assumed new and 
ominous significance. For these vets, the fear. if not 
the reality, of physiological damage resulting from 
exposure to chemical defoliants during their service 
in Vietnam particularly exposure to the now 
notorious Agent Orange has become the legacy 
of that most unpopular of wars 

On Monday, Veterans Action Group, a student 
group Composed of veterans, held a meeting where 
about 50 people in attendance were urged to pres- 
sure the Government for definitive studies of pos- 
sible Agent Orange - related health problems of Viet- 
nam veterans 


‘What we're trying to do.” said Doug Moore. a 
member of VAG and editor of the CSUS Veterans 
Service Center newsletter Scoop. “is to let Vietnam 
veterans know that they may have been exposed toa 
herbicide, Agent Orange. that might be doing severe 
damage to them, long after their exposure to it.” 

The Veterans Administration is “playing a waiting 
game,” Moore said, and is not doing as much as it 
should be doing to contact veterans to make them 
aware of the dangers they may face trom Agent 
Orange

But the VA and the Department of Detense could 
not ignore the rising chorus of demands for studies 
on the effects of Agent Orange and other defoliants 
used in Vietnam. Veterans groups were joined by 
other interest groups and, finally Congress in call 
ing for these studies Last year, 10 years after the 
military ceased using Agent Orange. Congress 
directed the VA and the Department of Defense to 
‘aggressively pursue these studies” and to answer 
all questions relevant to the Agent Orange issue 

The origin of the Agent Orange controversy 
antedates the Vietnam War in the 1950s the British 
used the chemical compound 2.45.7 (an ab 
breviation of the chemical later color - coded as 
Agent Orange by the U.S. Army) in Malaysia to 
defoliate jungle areas for communications bases 

In 1960 the US military began experimenting 
with 2.4.5.7 and by 1962 was using Agent Orange 
and other herbicides to defoliate iarge sectors of 
Vietnam ostensibly to deprive enemy troops af 
ground cover

These studies revealed that Agent Orange 
yielded a by - product, 2.3.7.8 tetracniorodibenzo - p 

dioxin (commonly called dioxin), so toxic that 
three ounces in New York City’s water supply could 
reputably kill the population of the city 

In 1870 the military curtailed the use of Agent 
Orange and at the same time, the domestic use of 
2.4,5,T was restricted Before that time 2.4.5.7 was 
widely used in the United States for foliage control 
by hignway departments. other governmental agen- 
cies and commercial users 

However, after the war ended Agent Orange was 
pushed from the public consciousness as were other 
vestiges of the war But in 1978 Agent Orange staged 
a dramatic re - entry on the public scene 

A CBS affiliate, WBBM - TV in Chicago. aired a 
one - hour documentary in March of 1978 alleging 
that Chicago - area Vietnam veterans manifested 
symptoms of dioxin poisoning These symptoms in- 
cluded chioracne, liver disorders, neurological 
dysfunctions and numerous other afflictions. Ad*

In December 1977. the faculty 
senate defeated the ROTC 
proposal by a vote of 25-7 That 
was not the work of one person 
The proposal was weak, poorly 
dratted and full of problerns The 
curriculum committee § iater 
regected a revised proposal 4 - 3 

Then in November. after 
membership on the committee had 
changed, the curriculum 
mittee wrote a governance struc 
ture for the proposed ROTC 
program. The lack of such a struc 
ture, not a conspiracy, had con 
tributed to the delay for over two 
years The chief delay to date has 
been ROTC itself and Col Peries’ 
arrogance im pushing an in 
complete proposal through the 
system, a proposal! which did not 
protect academic freedom 

Just last week the faculty 
members on the faculty affairs 
committee voted against the 
proposal 4to 3 Only the vote of the 
administrative member of the com 
mittee, vice president Earline 
Ames saved the proposal On 
Wednesday Feb 20. the Executive 
Committee of the Senate voted 4 
0-1 that the proposal even as 
amended not be approved 
Clearly there are many persons 
who oppose ROTC accreditation 
on this campus 

Your editor should respect your 
readers enough to give a complete 
report His selection of a few tacts 
which support his position while 
igroring other facts is poor jour 
nalism

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‘Smooth’ Anderson glosses Horn

Two years ago, Hornet cager Darnell Anderson 
nad dropped out of college and was selling shoes in 
New York 

This season, the team - leading junior center is 
averaging 21 points a gare on a team that was ex 
pected to fare poorly in the Far Western Conterence 
yet nearly pulled out the league championship 

| don't feel any pressure at all,” commented a 
modest, but confident Anderson, the acknowledged 
tearm leader 

Anderson, the Hornet's 6 - foot has 
played that role on just about every team he's ever 
been on. “Smooth,” as it says on his warm - up 
jacket, not only signifies the way he plays but the at 
titude he displays towards the game 

He started back on the school yards of Brooklyn 
where he made an easy transition from asphalt to 
hardwood and was soon scoring baskets for the var 
sity team at Sheepshead Bay High School. one of the 
largest schools in New York 

Averaging 18 points as a junior and 19 points asa 
senior (along with 19 rebounds per game). Ander 
SOn was sought by major universities all over the 
country, yet he ended up in Sacramento 

After graduation, despite offers from Colorado 
State. lowa State and the University of Denver. he 
chose Grambling University, a iarge ail olack 
schoo} in Louisiana, because he heard that a lot of 
Grambling athletes were drafted into the profes 
sional ranks 

Because of differences with tne coaches 
decided to leave Grambling before the school year 
ever started He recollects that the whole experience 
was a Summer’ and he soon found himself back in 
New York, where he found work as a shoe salesman 
playing ball in the school yards whenever he gota 
chance 

One day, Rodney Parker, a man who. according 
to Anderson, heips basketball players find a place to

Mohammed Ozeir Inter- 
national Students Association 
president, Tuesday said foreign 
Students are denied interviews 
organized by the CSUS Career 
Development and Placement 
Center 


The interviews are organized 
through invitations to prospective 
employers from the center to aid 
them in their search for qualified 
students for entry level positions 

We are asking for a chance to 
let these people talk to us,” said 
Ozew “Wed like to have an inter- 
view like everyone else 

According to the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, in- 
dividuals granted student visas are 
not permitted to work in the United 
States because the visa is an 
agreement aliowing the student to 
complete his education in the 
United States 

The visa is not granted unless 
the student can show he has suf 
ficient funds to pay for his 
education. If the student later runs 
out of money, he can apply for per- 
mission to seek employment The 
student visa differs from the im 
migration visa which is an 
agreement leading to 
naturalization asa US citizen 

Ozeir feels international 
students are not getting benefit 
from the placement center He said 
foreign students spend from 
$35,000 to $40,000 to go to schoo! 
in the United States only to leave 
on graduation He added company 
demands were unreasonable 
because students could get work 
visas to work for at least one year 

How do they know that we can 

not fill these jobs if they don't talk 
to us?” said Ozeir 

Tim Comstock dean of 
Students. said the university offers 
international students an op 
portunity to be educated here 
under student visas. but added 
After they get their degree, they 
are Supposed to go home. period 

Companies are invited to inter- 
view students through an in 
vitation form with a box asking the 
employer if he will hire foreign 
Students The center informed the 
Hornet when the box is checked it 
does not question the employer's 
response unless a student asks 
why his interview request was 
denied The center will then call 
the company to find the answer

Rocky Horror Picture Show 


A night of decadence that occurs twice weekly

Anyone who happened to drive by the Showcase 
Cinema at Fourth and L Streets last Saturday around 
midnight would not have seen the typical movie 
going audience waiting to purchase theater tickets 

Over 700 “virgins” (first time viewers) and die - 
hard fans lined up on the wet and cold sidewalk 
standing for as much as two hours in anticipation of 
Sacramento's Second Anniversary Party 
celebrating the ‘Rocky Horror Picture Show 

For those who don't know anything about Rocky 
Horror, or who have overheard the name mentioned 
in Conversation but were afraid to ask just exactly 
what it 1s about the movie is a science - fiction 
musical about a transvestite from another planet 

But Rocky Horror is more than just a movie with 
rock ‘Nn roll music, aliens and a peculiar hero 

You do not go to Rocky Horror to sit and Passively 
watch the movie The fun in going to this midnight 
circuit show is participating and becoming part of an 
event. Since the film was reieased in 1975. it has 
acquired a loyal following which attends the 
showings regularly, knows the script by heart (with 

appropriate rejoinders) and even dresses as the 
movie's Characters 

A synopsis of the film's plot is first nex essary to 
understand the attraction of the 
Picture Snow 

On the surface it is a type of off - beat. modern 
day Frankenstein story Scientist Or Frank WN 
Furter, a transvestite from the planet Transexual 
Transylvania experiments and discovers the secret 
of creating life On the night that he is to unveil his 
creation, Rocky Horror — a muscle - bound blonde 
with a tan to his Transylvanian quests, an 
unsuspecting Louple named Brad and Janet have

District manager of the Showcase and Tower 
Theatres, Linda Rajotte, describes the phenomenon 
of Rocky Horror “it's the biggest cult fin that's ever 
been made There's never been a film that's nad this 
large a following for this long There's been virtually 
no promotion or advertising pul into the film by 
anyone, yet me people have seen it 50 to 100 
times ' 


When Rocky Horror first began playing weekly at 
the J Street Cinema two years ago. the people came

National Ski Patrol 


When the trail route reaches Castle Pass and 
goes up the ridge, the trail markings change to 
orange triangles that have been put on trees by the 
Sierra Club. This is because the trail here crosses 


Drivate land owned by Southern Pacific. and the 
forest service only marks trails on forest service 
land 


After lunch and a period of warming up, An- 
ticevich hits the trail for the return trip. Just below 
Castle Pass is a group of 22 people 18 eighth 
grade boys and four adult leaders they have 
planned an overnight stay They have wisely chosen 
anew camping location after iooking up and seeing 
they had started setting up camp at the base of a 
steep siope with a potential avalanche danger 

After watching the group's moving operation for a 
few minutes, Anticevich continues back to the 
freeway and drives into Truckee for the night 

One of the benefits for members of the ski patrol 
18 free lodging and cooking facilities at the forest 
service barracks in Truckee The barracks are also 
within easy access of the downtown Truckee

Anticevich spends the next day patrolling the 
Pole Creek area located three miles north of Squaw 
Valley on the west side of Highway 89 This is the 
other area that the ski patrol is responsible for pat 
rolling The Pole Creek trail winds seven miles up 
toward the Sierra Crest Nordic ski lessons are given 
in the area by Big Chief Ski Touring Center 


The weather on this day is a Combination of rain 
and snow creating slushy skiing conditions. An- 
ticevich taiks with people along the trail giving out 
information, discussing equipment and how to wax 
skis for these snow conditions 

A woman encountered from Minnesota 
comments, “Skiing today is like skiing in spring in \ 
Minnesota, we consider 20 above to be a heat wave 

After skiing a few miles up the trail and talking 
with people, including two men from England, An- 
ticevich calls it a day Fortunately. no one en- 
countered this weekend has had any probiems in 
spite of the weather conditions

know what you re doing You have to watch out for 
yourself as much as anybody else
